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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/20/04 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including 
mounting the printed circuit electronics card onto a surface of the metal substrate adjacent the 
gutter, positioning the metal screening cover having an edge including a tab so the tab rests 
substantially within the gutter and the metal screening cover and metal substrate together enclose 
the printed circuit electronics card, and crimping the metal substrate to secure the tab of the 
metal screening cover onto the metal substrate. 

The relevance of the following prior art references will be discussed. 

With respect to the merits of Turtle 5 941, as applied in the previous Office Action (Final 
Rejection, dated 12/30/03), Turtle discloses what can be read as a printed circuit electronics card 
(contact trace 50), a metal substrate (housing 12) and a metal screening cover 14. However, the 
metal screening cover 14 and the metal substrate 12, together, do not enclose the printed circuit 
electronics card 50 (as shown in Fig. 3). The printed circuit electronics card 50 extends 
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outwardly to the left and away from the metal screening cover 14 and the metal substrate 12 and 
is therefore, not enclosed by the metal screening cover and the metal substrate. 

The newly cited reference to Becker (U. S. Patent 4,983,066) does show that it is known 
to form a gutter on a metal substrate and crimp a metal substrate to secure a tab of a metal 
screening cover onto the metal substrate (see Figs. 8-10). However, nowhere does Becker 
disclose mounting of any printed circuit electronics card onto a surface of a metal substrate. 
Becker is not even associated in the art of printed circuit electronics card and is non-analogous in 
this aspect and to use the teachings of Becker in combination with any of the prior art would be 
impermissible hindsight. 

Accordingly, Claims 4, 5 and 7 are allowed.
